ing, there are only—as far as he knows —of all grades 
and classes, Forty: four #chools ; and these, with a rery for 
exceptions, are ROMAN CATHOLIC! The better class of 
Mexicans are leaving the Territory, solely for the pur. 
pose of educating their children.” He thinks, à first 
class academy, in a good location, would goon be filled 
with pupils; and, in « sbort time, with judicious man 
agement, = good endowment could be raised for its 
support. Even a school to teach the English and 
Spanish languages, could be made a success. 

* CHURCHES. 

In regard to churches: © The Catholics have 152; 
Protestant Episcopal, 3; Presbyterian, 1; Methodist, 
1; Baptist 1. There are Sixteen towns with over 1,000 
inhabitants each, and a large number of villages with 
from 500 to 900 in population, that ought to have the

it a spiritual and financial success.

Fund, viz.: from the interest collected from 
funds already invested, and not from the receipts

It 
has never drawn a farthing from our annual 
collections for sending out, or supporting the 
missionaries of the Society to meet its own 
expenses.

Contributors to this fund may also find en- 
couragement in their offerings by the assurance 
that every dollar they now give to it is ex- 
pended, without the subtraction of a single cent, 
in the precise channel designated by each donor.

It is like finding an 
dais in a desert to receive à kind encouraging letter 
from & Christian brother, Oh, that all of our brethren 
n the east could appreciate the condition of the people 
in the newly-gettled portions of our great country 
There would be more selfencriflcing men out here at 
work, 

* You ask me if ] am traveling at my own expense ? 
n that point I will explain by giving you a sketch of 
uy history for the last year. I came from Oregon to 
this place (Bluff Station) on business, one year ago. 
Found a people without any preaching but anxious to 
bear. After attending to my other business I com- 

urnced preaching, and the result of the meeting was 
"me twenty conversions. When that meeting closed 
{os very mtrongly aolicited to hold a meoting in 

Weiser valley twenty-five miles from here, and also to 
£9 to Boise City, forty miles in an opposite direction. 
| wont to the first-named place. The meeting resulted 
in fifteen conversious, I then went to Boise City, after 


' 
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telling the young converts to read the Bible, aka * 
whether they were Baptiste or not. I did this, think - 
ing it would give me time to determine what was best 


to do with them, as there was only one Baptist minis. 


ter in the Territory besides myself, and it seemed hard 
to constitute little churehye and leave them without 
any pastor. My home and family at that time was one 
handred and fifty miles from here, and my means very 
limited. As soon as I left, an old Methodist minister 
visited both places and tried to get the little flocks to 

go into his society, which a few did. In the meantime 
I visited Boize City, and found a Methodist minister 
holding a protracted meeting, with an immense crowd 
attending. 80 I did not preach there at that time, but 
found « number of Baptist families there who were 
anxious for an organization. 1 also found « Congregs- 
tionalist minister holding regular services in the Bap- 
tist meeting-house, and the Baptist families helping to 
sustain him. I left Boise City and returned to Bluff 
Station to fiad that my little flock was in confusion. 

The Methodist minister (alluded to above) having 
attacked Baptist doctrine, Raptiat principles, and Bap- 
tist ange in general, I found it necessary to defend the 
truth. The brethren in the meantime offering induce- 
ments for me to move my family to this plate I con- 
cluded to do s, and organized a church of twenty-one 
members. There are now twenty-eight live members. 
I then went to the Weiger valley (aforementioned) and 
organized a church with twelve members. The breth- 
ren here have assisted me to the amount of five dollars, 
which is more than liberal, as they dre poor. Soon 
after I arrived here with my family my wife was taken 
sick, which terminated in death, the 2d day of October. 
I have four children, the eldest fitteen years old (a gon), 
the youngest nine years. At present I am worth perhaps 
twelve hundred dollars, which is invested in « small 
farm and stock. My children are going to school in this 
place and living with the brethren. I have no relatives 
in this country. I am giving lessons in vocal music 
and preaching as much as possible. Mugsic teaching 
has yielded me two hundred and seventy-five dollars 
this winter. 

Now, I will give you a «ample of one week's work 
which will do for all for the past four months. Last 
Thursday I left home and went to Weiser by stage, 
twenty miles; had singing at night; preached Friday 
at 11 AM.; took stage at 12 M.; went to Boise City, 
sixty-five miles, arrived at 1 o'clock A. u.; Saturday at 
IIA. preached, and at night; also Sabbath morning 
and evening; Monday evening had singing, six miles in 
country; Tuesday had prayer-meeting in town; Wed- 
neaday had singing in country, ix miles; Thursday 
came by stage home forty-five miles; to-day leisure; to 
morrow start on the same round again, except that my 
course will be different. But the exercise will be the 
same. 

* Now, my good brother, I have not written this in a 
»pirit of egotism, but to try to give you a correct idea 
of the great need of more help in this feld. I could, 
perhaps, live in greater personal ease were I to locate 
at Boise City, and especially if the Mizsionary Board 
was to appoint me to that work, and help sustain me. 
But I cannot do the preaching that is REQUIRED iu this 
country. Boise City is a very important point, and 
should have nearly the entire labors of a good minis- 
ter. But, suppose I am the man for that place, what is 
going to become of the balance of this country? Can 1 
leave all these country settlements and little churches 
deatitute? God forbid that this should be necessary. 
I can make « living in this country, and spend nearly 
all of my time in the ministry. We have ministers to 
whom God has not given the tact to do this, and yet 
they are men of ability. Send one of that class of men 
to Boise City, and help him, and let me work in the val 
leys and sustain myself.
